Spoke with Mrs. Leeke, Secretary to Sen. Tydings regarding appointment

Informed Miss 

Barger that position vacancies with the Agency had decreased somewhat 

and told her the type of personnel we were seeking in an attempt to 

cut down the flood of unqualified persons that Sen. Tydings was sending. 


Talked with George Moore of the House Civil Service Committee regarding 
the status of HR 3799. He informed me that there would, in all proba- 
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of money involved. He stated that the Chairman of the Committee, Mr. Rees 3 
had then offered to introduce a bill limiting the measure to the Military
